DOES DEATH END ALL? 

An eminent scientist, Sir Arthur 
Keith, lias been startling the world 
with the assertion that death is the 
end of everything for mankind, claim¬ 
ing that there is no evidence to sup¬ 
port the assumption that t he spirit 
survives after this brain has ceased to 
function.

But 
it is not true. Life lives on. One 
came that we “might have life and 
have it more abundantly,"'as He said. 
God is one, am i the only power there 
is. To concede that death can con¬ 
quer life is to admit that there is a 
stronger power in the universe than 
the Creator of Life, which is absurd. 
Death is the negation of life. Life is 
the great affirmative. Life persists. 
To get a correct vifuv of the matter 
one* must go back to the beginning of 
things. “In the beginning, God.” 

The greatest arx\ 11 teachers, Jesus, 
declared that / God is a spirit. Back 
of all substance is spirit. The world 
is a spiritual creation; man is a spir¬ 
itual being. There is no other ex¬ 
planation of the universe. If then, 
God created a universe out nothing¬ 
ness, the ether—term it what you will 
— that creation of substance from 
spirit postulates life. If God bo the 
Creator of Life, then Death is Life’s 
antithesis, its opposite, its negation, 
and, therefore, non-existent. Jesus 
conquered what men called death;

agqmst his fellows as surely as one 
who eiVrpties his gun down a crowded 
thoroughfare. Let the reckless mo¬ 
torist fix this in his mind and, if he 
is not a murderer at heart, let him 
prove it by exercising proper care. 
Good drivers are those who get not 
the highest but the safest, speed out 
of their cars. 

FREE PUBLICITY 

It is simply astounding the re¬ 
quests that come for free publicity 
from people- and organizations that 
should know better. Readers an¬ 
nouncing the holding of a dance, 
meeting, entertainment, bazaar, base¬ 
ball game or something else, are in 
the opinion of some people news and 
should not he charged for. The For¬ 
estry Association is also out after 
free publicity. Everything else they 
use is paid for. Why not the news¬ 
paper? This paper wishes to impress 
as emphatically as possible, that 
readers announcing the holding of 
celebrations, concerts, services, etc., 
are advtg. matter and will be so 
charged at regular rates, notwith¬ 
standing their views on the subject. 
Advertising is our stork trade and we 
have discovered to our great loss in 
years gone by, that “free publicity 
has not made us rich.’’ 

MUSSOLINI IS RIGHT 

This at least we must say for Mus¬ 
solini: he has done away with the idle 
and begging people that once hung 
about the streets and public places of 
Italy. “Have you a. job?” some ap¬ 
pointed official says to you if you are 
an Italian and seem to have nothing 
to do. “Very well, then, away to the 
cement works at three lire a day. If 
you won’t work you shall not eat.”

AUTO ACCIDENTS 

The number of serious auto acci¬ 
dents happening in this immediate 
vicinity this spring seem to forecast 
a record breaking season in this re¬ 
gard if more care is not exercised by 
drivers in the handling of their ma¬ 
chines, Within the past week two 
smash-ups have occurred, one result¬ 
ing in the death of two men near 
Okotoks, and the other occurring on 
j the trail between here and Nanton, 
j when death to some was a miracu¬ 
lous escape. Fast driving is admit- 
] ted to be the cause of both smash- 
I ups. The blame can be placed with 
[both the drivers and, with the manu¬ 
facturers of the new cars. The latter 
| in their eagerness for striking pub- 
j licity have during the past year, laid 
stress in the quick and powerful 
pick-up, and wonderful possible speed 
of their different models; from “five 
miles to twenty-five miles in five sec¬ 
onds” and “run all day at sixty miles 
an hour,” which lias grown to be a 
temptation to drivers to test the ver¬ 
acity of the makers and to form the 
habit of hazardous fast going which is 
becoming a menace to the autoing 
public and a danger to the lives of 
those who more carefully drive a car. 
We blame the makers for this pres¬ 
ent condition more than we do the 
drivers, as it is but human nature for 
him to try out the advertised out¬ 
standing superiorities of his new car 
to learn if it is up to the guarantees, 
with the result that some sixty or 
seventy miles of road are passing 
under him and the telegraph poles 
are indistinguishable because of the 
speed. Governmental restrictions 
and penalties should be applied to 
the makers of automobiles, whose 
publicity propaganda induces the 
sale of their products through dan¬ 
gerous . and life-killing specifications 
and promises. It’s all power to them 
but death to the unwary and four- 
foot cushioned fronts and rears will 
have to be the next additions to the 
newer cars if they are to be up to the 
specifications and yet safe to ride in. 
Let’s go a little slower and we may 
live longer.

The city of Nelson has received a 
letter from the Spokane Chamber of 
Commerce asking about facilities for 
landing airplanes at Nelson. 

In the interests.of economy a Que¬ 
bec senator suggests that each prov¬ 
ince in Canada should have two pair 
of trousers to go with its coat of 
arms.

Homestead filings in the four west¬ 
ern provinces for the first four

pared with 1,528. Alberta reported 
1,732, as against 575 last year. 

Pulling three plows behind a Rock 
Island tractor, a small press drill be¬ 
hind these, and a section of drag har¬ 
rows also, Wilford Harris, two miles 
west of Taber, completed plowing and 
seeding to wheat of 160 acres in ex¬ 
actly one week’s work. 

Some 300 head of Alberta cattle, 
comprising the first shipment of live 
cattle to leave Canada for over a 
year for Great Britain, were loaded 
on board the s.s. Manchester Regi¬ 
ment at Montreal on Thursday last, 
having been shipped direct from Cal¬ 
gary. 

The growing industrial importance 
of Medicine Hat was seen recently in 
the receipt by the city fathers of ap¬ 
plications for industrial sites by two 
concerns—one an assembly plant and 
foundry, concerned with automobiles 
and trucks, and the other a planing 
mill. Both matters are being taxen 
up*. 

Alberta’s far north is making pro¬ 
gress in cattle raising. Two hundred 
head recently brought into Edmonton 
from the Ponce Coupe country fetch¬ 
ed top prices. All travelled at least 
one hundred miles before being load¬ 
ed on the cars at Wembley, and one 
lot raised 40 miles beyond Dawson 
Creek travelled 130 miles by rail.

Dr. J. B. Still, chief Dominion Vet¬ 
erinarian for Manitoba, has received 
notice to have inspected 210 farms 
and herds between Winnipeg and 
boundary, whose owners desire to be 
able to ship milk into the United 
States under the new regulations. 

Confidence in the prospects for in¬ 
creased oil production in the Wain- 
wright field is expressed by a party 
of Edmonton business men who visit¬ 
ed the district during the past week. 
Keen interest was shown in the heavy 
flow of crude oil being produced on 
the Wainwright well location and in 
the preparations for further develop¬ 
ments by the Wainwell company and 
other firms. 

Contracts have been awarded dur¬ 
ing the past^eek by the Department 
of Public Woilts for two sections of 
highway in the southern part of the 
province. The contracts call for 
standard highway construction of the 
28 miles from Lethbridge to Macleod, 
and the 30 miles between Macleod 
and I’incher. Tenders will be called 
for within a few days on another sec¬ 
tion of road between Stirling and 
Lethbridge, which will practically 
complete the season’s program in the 
south of the province, with the excep¬ 
tion of a number of short links con¬ 
necting up various sections of the 
main highways. Construction work 
is also expected to start shortly on 
the Wetaskiwin-Camrose road, 28 
miles irvjength, following the route 
laid out by the Department of Public- 
Works.

An Alberta Judge Says Use of Slang 
is Ignorance.—Condemns Swearing 
and back of Respect 

The use of bad language and slang 
is a sign of ignorance and should be 
avoided is the opinion of Judge Jack- 
son who recently addressed a young 
people’s meeting. “There are so 
many fine words in the English 
tongue that it seems deplorable not 
to speak correctly and without tak¬ 
ing the Lords name in vain. Gram¬ 
mar vvps not put in the.school curri- 
culin solely for the passing of exam¬ 
inations, but to teach children the 
habit of using proper language. That 
hoy or girl who cannot speak good 
English is greatly handicapped. The 
younger generation should show prop 
er respect to their elders and look to 
their manners, their politeness their 
deportment at table and their lang¬ 
uage.” 

I Judge Jackson is well known 
throughout Albexta for the keen in¬ 
terest he takes in good, healthy 
sports for young people, and he ex¬ 
plained why he took this special in¬ 
terest fn youth. “If everyone took 
an interest in sports of some .form 
there would be less work for the 
criminal courts. We all have a certain 
amount of criminal instinct in us. Yet 
only 5 per cent, of the criminals in 
penitentiaries have an abnormal crim¬ 
inal instinct. Some of the causes 
leading up to their detention were 
poor environment, lack of education 
and lack of proper play.” " 

The age machinery in which they 
were now living left very little for 
the child or adult to do. “No work 
and no play makes Jack a criminal,” 
he said, adding that if good, clean 
sports with proper facilities under 
proper supervision had been provided, j 
young peopIe-kWould have had no time 
for criminal actions. It was the re¬ 
sponsibility of older people to provide 
opportunity for children (o play. They 
should abo take an active personal 
interest in their play. 

LOOKING BACKWARD 

“On every side are such signs of 
bounteous abundance; there is such 
calm in these wild, clean, fruitful 
homesteads; there are such signs of 
progress and of energy, even in the 
forests hacked aside to make room 
for cultivation, that one can but gaze 
with lingering astonishment upon 
the scene. Why, here arc mililons of 
acres of fertile soil in a land still 
clad in all the savage grandeur of the 
wilderness, acres which seem to call 
—in their rich-matted growth of tim¬ 
ber and luxuriant underwood—for 
someone to clear the overburdened 
soil, that the fertile earth may have 
.-cope in \yhich to show its proper Use 
fulness in the'building up of a mighty 
nation!” 

The above was written by a com¬ 
panion of the Prince of Wales, sixty 
eight years ago, while on a tour of 
Canada and no doubt many people 
said he was a dreamer. Yet he was 
not. He understated the case. Today 
a mighty nation has truly sprung up 
out of the fertile Canadian soil. 

A pair of heavers from Alberta 
have been donated by the Dominion 
Government to the Edinburgh Zoo¬ 
logical Gardens.

Orders for farm implements 
and machinery has ' established a 
sales record, in Western Canada, rise 
in wheat prices prevailing in Decem¬ 
ber has added to the purchasing fund 
of the West; wheat left in its fields 
last fal] and winter, has been har¬ 
vested and threshed with little loss; 
Spring work started late, but with 
modern machinery employed, a large 
area was sown over that of last year; 
Wheat acreage exceeds that of 1927 
by 1,500,000 acres, and in the best 
soil beds ever known, and ten days 
earlier than last year.

It brings to 
the front the better elements in our 
lives and suggests the doing of pleas¬ 
urable things, rather than those that 
are contrary. The more music the 
better the children, the easier man¬ 
aged and the nobler the ideals encour¬ 
aged.

The winners of the prizes offered 
by th<* Canadian Red Cross for the 
I est editorials on the centenary of 
Henri Dunant, and the development 
o( Bed Cross to its present-day ideals 
are Miss Clendenan of London, Out., 
for the weekly papers and Miss Haig 
of the Winnipeg Free l’ress for the 
dailies. The contest was entered by 
sixty-one papers and as a result very 
valuable publicity was gained by the 
Bed Cross which is so deserving to¬ 
day of the hearty support of every 
Canadian. 

A FIXED EASTER SUNDAY 

The house of commons on June 15 
adopted the so-called Easter bill, 
which provides for the stabilization of 
Easter, fixing the date as the Sunday 
[after the second Saturday of April. 

Easter Sunday, under the present 
system, is the first Sunday after the 
ecclesiastical full moon on or next af¬ 
ter March 21 and therefore cannot he 
earlier than March 22 or later than 
April 25. This year it fell on April 
8 . 

MEDICINE HAT DIVISION 

Tile Medicine Hat division 6f the C. 
P. B. produced forty-two million 
bushels of wheat and two and a half 
million bushels of other grains last 
year. These figures tell a story of 
amazing changes in one year. Most 
of this division had suffered severely 
from adverse crop conditions in re¬ 
cent years, and some sections were 
almost completely abandoned because 
of crop failures. Practically 75 per 
cent, of the driest areas of the, prov¬ 
inces of Alberta and Saskatchewan 
are included in this division.' It is re¬ 
markable that such a huge crop 
should come from this territory, but 
it is not surprising, with the improv¬ 
ed) moisture conditions, to read of pre 
dilutions that this year's crop may ex- 
leeed the big total of last year.

During the past winter and early 
spring the movement of solid train¬ 
loads of agricultural machinery to 
Western Canada exceeded anything 
previously known and purchases by 
farmers in that territory have been 
of unprecedented volume. This is in 
itself an unfailing indication of agri¬ 
cultural prosperity strengthened by 
the fact that a very large proportion 
of’ the sales were cash transactions. 
Farmers have attained a position 
where they can make contemplated 
purchases to more adequately equip 
themselves for land operations and 
are prepared this year to go ahead"bn 
a more extensive scale in a more ef¬ 
ficient manner. 

In these sales a certain well-defin¬ 
ed trend is noticeable—the mechani¬ 
zation of farm operation. The sale 
of tractors, for instance, Ts astonish¬ 
ing, 100, 200, and 300 per cent, in¬ 
creases being recorded ' by various 
companies. • There are today 45,425 
tractors in the three Prairie Provin¬ 
ces. The real era of the tractor in 
Western Canada is believed to be op¬ 
ening up in contrast to the earlier 
period of enthusiasm, when it was re¬ 
garded rather as a passing craze. 
This is indicated in the fact that far¬ 
mers are enlisting in large numbers 
for .classes held at various Western 
points to teach the use and care of 
the tractor. Classes have proved 
tremendously popular. 

In the opinion of many authorities 
the tractor is almost indispensable on 
the Western Canadian farm to-day to 
bring production costs down to the 
minimum. Whereas at the earlier 
stage the tractor accomplished a lit¬ 
tle field or road work and remained 
idle for the greater part of the year, 
it now enters into practically every 
field operation, and at the same time 
the modern tractor can on the belt be 
requisitioned for so many other farm 
tasks that it is scarcely ever idle 
summer or winer. It is one of the 
factors revolutionizing farm life in 
the Canadian West. 

According to statistics recently 
compiled while there are 6.8 horses 
to every Manitoba farm, there is a 
tractor to every 4.6 farms in the 
province. Saskatchewan farmers on 
i the average have 10.2 horses apiece 
for their operations and there is a 
'tractor to every 4.7 farms. In Alber¬ 
ta, where there are 10.8 horses per 
farm, there is a tractor to every 7.5 
farms. 

Another farm machine coming into 
general use in the Canadian West 
and further revolutionizing farm 
methods is the combine reaper- 
thresher, sales of which have been 
growing at a remarkable rate. 
Though only tried out in a thorough 
way in Western Canada in 1924 and 
1925, there were hundreds in opera¬ 
tion'over the territory last year and 
.he number will be greatly augment¬ 
’d this year. Thfe combination of the 
reaper with the thresher eliminates 
considerable mechanism, does away 
with the elevator, the knotter, and 
sheaf carrier on the. binder and the 
feeder and blower equipment on the 
thresher. From 25 to 45 acres per 
day can be harvested with a machine 
cutting a fifteen or sixteen foot 
swath, the cost is lower and there is 
no worry about harvest help and 
threshing gangs. There is every in¬ 
dication this machine will steadily 
come into greater utilization in the 
Canadian West. 

A device which extends the useful¬ 
ness of the combine and which was 
tried out successfully in Western 
Canada at the 1927 harvest is the 
windrow header and the windrow 
pick-up equipment. With this new 
equipment crops can be safely har¬ 
vested regardless of local maturing 
and unsettled weather conditions. 
Harvesting by the windrow system 
consists of two distinct operations. 
The crop is first cut and windrowed 
and left in the field to dry and ripen, 
supported by the stubble in a loose 
mass with the heads on top where it 
drys and ripens quickly. When ready 
to thresh, the combine equipped with 
the windrow pick-up, handles the 
crop from the windrow, threshes and 
cleans the grain Feady for market. 
The straw is delivered in piles or 
windrows if it is to besaved, or scat¬ 
tered evenly over the field for burn¬ 
ing or ploughing under. 

This equipment was subjected to 
severe conditions in Saskatchewan 
and Alberta at the 1927 harvest and 
gave satisfactory results. Claims 
made for this system of harvesting 
are that the harvest may be started 
earlier and carried on expeditiously, 
avoiding weather and insect losses; 
danger from heating of unevenly rip¬ 
ened and weedly grain is avoided; 
drastically reduces time required for 
harvesting and leaves land cleared, 
for ploughing under or for destruc¬ 
tion of" weed seed, yet permits easy 
saving of straw when required; elim¬ 


inates labor problem and necessitates 
merely small crew to operate; results 
in less handling losses and less delay 
In completing harvest, making possi¬ 
ble earlier marketing. 

There is no more progressive agri¬ 
cultural territory in the world than 
Western Canada, and though the ut¬ 
most in methpd and-device may seem 
to have been attained there, there are 
ceaseless changes through the immed 
iate adoption of new machinery de¬ 
veloped, caluclated to carry out farm¬ 
ing operations more efficiently or ex¬ 
peditiously. This has made of the 
Western Canadian farmer an unique 
figure, far removed from the old con¬ 
ception of the agriculturist. Actual 
manual labor has been reduced to a 
minimum and almost eliminated. The 
farmer to-day is a skilled operative, 
among other things, directing a ser¬ 
ies of mechanical contrivances which 
perform the work for him. 


HIGHWOOD LINE 

New Railway to be Constructed, Will 
Serve the Ranches and Mines 
West of Okotoks 

A dispatch from Ottawa states 
that the bill covering charter, lights 
for the Highwood Western Railway 
received the assent of His Excel¬ 
lency the Governor-General, on June 
11. Arrangements are now being en¬ 
tered into with a prominent firm of 
engineering contractors, and it is ex¬ 
pected a party of' engineers and men 
will be on the ground by the end of 
the month to run the necessary sur¬ 
veys. The road primarily is’ being 
constructed to open up the qxtensive 
anthracite coal deposits on the head¬ 
waters of the Highwood river, in 
which Harry A. Ford and his asso¬ 
ciates of Calgary are interested. It 
will run from h point at or near Oko¬ 
toks, on the Calgary-Macleod branch 
of the C.P.R. and will pass directly 
through the Turner Valley oilfields. 
In addition to opening up the coal de 
posits referred to, it will serve a 
ranching and farming community. 
Ultimately it is planned that the 
road will pass through into B.C. run¬ 
ning down the the Crow’s Nest 
branch of the C.P.R. It is the inten¬ 
tion for the present to construct the 
Alberta end only, so H. A. Ford 
states.

DISTINCT ADVANCE 

Being Made in the Spread of Co-Op 
erative Principles Throughout the 
Province of Alberta 


The Alberta Institute of Co-Opera¬ 
tion to be held at the University of 
Alberta commencing June 25, marks 
a distinct advance in the spread of 
co-operative principles throughout 
the province. This institute, or ser¬ 
ies of lectures, has been promoted by 
the Board of Trustees of the Wheat 
Board. $112,000 was paid by the Do¬ 
minion Government to the Canadian 
Wheat Board as a result of its oper¬ 
ation, and of this sum, $12,500 has 
been set aside this year for the or¬ 
ganization of the Institute. 

Outstanding authorities on various 
phases of co-operative endeavor from 
all parts of the .continent will address 
the meetings. These are 

Professor Fay, is professor of Eco¬ 
nomic History, Toronto University, 
and is the author of widely-read 
books on Co-Operative movements. 

,C. G. Randall is specialist in agri¬ 
cultural economics, particularly co¬ 
operative marketing of livestock. He 
is on the staff of U.S. Dept, of Ag¬ 
riculture of Co-operative marketing. 

John Brandt is president of the 
Land O’Lakes Creameries of Minne¬ 
sota, the largest co-operative organi¬ 
zation for handling dairy products on 
the continent. 

Prof. Erdman is Professor of Rur¬ 
al Economics, P. of California. He 
specializes in organization problems. 

Robin Hood is editor of the Co.-op. 
Marketing Journal of Tennessie. 

Prof. Murchie is head of Rural 
5cortomics Dept., Manitoba Agricul¬ 
tural College. 

W. M. Drummond has just return¬ 
ed from a year’s study of co-opera¬ 
tive movements in Europe and is on 
the agricultural staff of Harvard.

Over 42,276 Barrels of Oil Produced 
in May at All the Wells at 
Turner Valley 


Total oil production in Turner Val¬ 
ley for the month of May exceeded 
42,000 barrels, witl( a value of about 
$160,000, according to figures com¬ 
piled with the assistance of the Im¬ 
perial Oil Company and officials of 
other companies. 

Earlier in the month, there was 
published an account of the amount of 
oil delivered to the Imperial oil refin¬ 
ery at Calgary for the month of May. 
The figures published at that time did 
not include the production from the 
Spooner, Vulcan or McDougall-Segur 
wells. These three wells produced a 
total of 4,412 barrels for the month, 
representing a value of more than 
$13,000. Together with the produc¬ 
tion from wells delivering oil to the 
Imperial Oil Company refinery, total 
production for the month reached 42,- 
276 barrels. . Oil from the three wells 
mentioned above was delivered to the 
Regal oil refinery. 

By wells, the production in May 
was declared by the officials of the 
companies affected to be as follows: 

Spooner No. 1 .1,000 bbls. 

Vulcan No. 1 .2,381 bbls. 

McD.-Segur, 1 & 2 ...1,031 bbls. 


Total .... 4,412 bbls. 

Production in May by the McDoug- 
all-Segur wells was substantially 
lower than for previous months, due 
to the drilling at McDougalll-Segur 
No. 2 well, which is being deepened. 
During recent months, McDougall- 
Segur wells have been producing be¬ 
tween 1,500 and 1,800 barrels per 
month. 

Wells included in the list delivering 
oil to the Imperial oil refinery were 
all Royalite wells which are produc¬ 
ing, Dalhousie wells, McLeod well, 
Home, Foothills, Okalta, and Illinois- 
Alberta. The total amount of oil de¬ 
livered to the refinery during May by 
these wells amounted t<j 37,864 bra- 
rels, and represented a value of ap¬ 
proximately $146,752. 

Adding the value of the three wells 
delivering oil to the Regal refinery, 
the total value for the month reach¬ 
es about $160,000. It may. be pointed 
out, also, that the figures given out 
by the Imperial Oil Company repre¬ 
sent the amount delivered to the Im¬ 
perial refinery only, and''the actual 
production may have been somewhat 
in excess of the figure. 


An Attempt Will be Made by Imper¬ 
ial Oil Co. to Store Waste Gas in 
Dakota Sands Turner Valley 


The Imperial Oil Co. will make an 
attempt to store waste gas in the Da¬ 
kota formation in Turner Valley and 
it is right they they try and stop the 
enormous waste each day. A rig will 
be constructed and a well will be dril¬ 
led in the centre of thejTumer Valley 
field to the Dakota foppiation and will 
he used for the purpdafe of taking the 
waste gas from other wells of the 
company and forcing it, under high 
pressure back into the Dakota forma¬ 
tion, because' it is believed that this 
stratum is the most suitable for the 
storage of gas. According to the Field 
Manager of the Imperial, the conser¬ 
vation of natural gas in one of the 
grea test 1 problems facing those inter¬ 
ested in the development of Alberta’s 
gas and oil fields. He referred to the 
proposal of the Alberta government 
to take steps to put a stop to the pres 
ent waste and explained that, if such 
action were taken the production of 
naptha in Turner Valley would be 
greatly reduced. 

Last summer the Canadian West¬ 
ern Natural Gas, Light Heat and 
Power company conducted tests along 
these lines for the conservation of 
natural gas in the wells from Turner 
Valley and the inability to the well 
casings to hold the strain of pressure 
without leaking, the venture did not 
prove successful as a commercial un¬ 
dertaking.

TO COMBAT RUST 

The suggestion thrown out at the 
annual convention of the Canadian 
Manuaftcurer’s Association that a 
million dollar prize be offered to the 
person or persons who will conquer 
grain rust is chiefly important as a 
national recognition of this scourge. 
The Canadian government could well 
afford to pay a million dollars to any 
individual or group of individuals 
who succeeded in over-coming the 
ravages of grain rust which has cost 
Canada hundreds of millions of dol¬ 
lars and is taking an enormous an¬ 
nual toll. While thfc'jjffer of a huge 
prize would no doubt stimulate effort, 
yet the more effective and certain 
means is through the channels of re¬ 
search and experimentation such as 
are now being carried forward in 
measurable degree. So serious is the 
matter that the Dominion government 
should gather from every available 
source scientifically trained men and 
afford them every opportunity on 
whatever scale may be necessary^in 
the belief that there is a solution of 
the problem—for if there is no solu¬ 
tion that also should be known.

Sir Allan Cobham and Lady Cob- 
ham arrived in England recently af¬ 
ter flying 23,000 ' miles over and 
around Africa in a giant metal Brit¬ 
ish flying boat. 

For next year the Royal Dutch Air 
Service Company has contracted to 
make each month a flight from Ams¬ 
terdam to Batavia, Java, a distnee of 
9,000 miles, and vice-^rsa. 

A. B. Anderson, a h^hly respected 
farmer of Parkland district was 
found unconscious beside his car on 
the gravel road north of Parkland on 
Saturday morning. He died later at 
Nanton hospital and burial took place 
on Tuesday. 

Lieut. Holm and pilot Myre who 
made search by airplane in the Artie 
for the missing Italia, made a land¬ 
ing on firandy Bay and while there 
were interrupted by polar bears who 
sniffed and curiously inspected the 
airplane and men and later ambled 
away without molesting them. 

Postmasters of Alberta will hold 
their first annual convention at Cal¬ 
gary on July 3 to 4, when it is ex¬ 
pected over 60 postmasters will be 
present. J. T. Cumberland of Pincher 
Creek is president, and George Pat¬ 
terson of Okotoks, secretary. It is 
expected that th.e Postmaster General 
Hon. P. J. Veniot will be present. 

A great many people are under the 
impression that horse breeding today 
is confined chiefly to” the raising of 
thoroughbreds for racing purposes. It 
is true that fewer horses are seen on 
the streets, but last year there were 
3,421,837 horses in Canada valued at 
$260,47$,000. This simply means that 
horse breeding is still an industry of 
great proportions and one that must 
be considered a national asset. 

Prof. Stephen I .e acock (Depart¬ 
ment of Economics and Political Sc¬ 
ience) of McGill University, in a re¬ 
cent interview, expressed the belief 
that Canada’s rate of progress in the 
future would at least equal that of 
the past. “In my opinion,’’ he said, 
“there is every economic indication of 
an era of prosperity in Canada unriv¬ 
alled even in the past. Those who 
come may share it.” 

A story about 4he conflict of inter¬ 
ests between the Canadian National 
and the Canadian Pacific in the Hali¬ 
fax hotel situation is flying about 
Montreal. The C.P.R.’s hotel, the 
Lord Nelson, is nearing completion. 
Preliminary work has begun on the 
new C.N.R. hotel in the city. Some 
wag, writing to Sir Harry Thornton 
from Halifax, suggests that his hotel 
be called the Lady Hamilton. 

Advised that he was under-feeding 
by about 20 per cent, on his grain ra¬ 
tions, George Allen, Windham boun¬ 
ty, Vermont, dairyman, increased the 
milk flow of his six cows from 84 
pounds to 110 pounds a day when he 
shifted over to feeding one pound of 
grain to every 3 pounds of milk produc 
fed. The extra grain cost him 34 
cents a day, and the gain in tjjilk 
brought him 81 cents, a profit of 47 
cents a day.

“Tnjp, con¬ 
sumption has increased lately hut it 
is quite possible that the (Jtra lamb 
we are using in the domestic market 
today is probably accounted for by' 
the tourist, who has learned to appre 
ciate Canadian lamb more than we 
have ourselves.”
